Court ‘Firm Against Attem;t -to 
introduce it—Trial Will End 
This Week, Justice Says. 


Believing that he ha@ built up @ strong 
alibi yesterday for the night of the so- 
called ‘‘ Harlem murder conference” 
and that District Attorney Whitman had 
not overeome the objections raised by 
the Court of Appeals in reversing con- 
viction at the first trial, ex-Lieut. 
Charles Becker, who is on trial before 
Justice Seabury in the Supreme Court 
for the murder of Herman Rosenthal, 
permitted his lawyers to make a defi- 
nite announcement last night that he 
would not appear as a witness in his 
own, behalf. 

The State had produced new witnesses 
not connected with the murder conspir- 
acy who swore that Becker did meet 
Jack Rose, “ Bridgie ’’ Webber,and Har- 
ry Vallon at the ‘‘ Harlem murder: con- 
ference."’ The Court of Appeals had re- 
ferred to this meeting as ‘“ the heart 
of the conspiracy ”’ in reversing Becker's 
conviction. Three members of Becker’s 
old strong-arm squad yesterday swore in 
his defense that they were with him 
on the night of that conference and that 
he did not then meet Rose, Webber, or 
Vallon. 

Even Alibi Corroborates Rose. 

In doing ‘this, however, Becker’s as- 
sociates actually corroborated Jack 
Rose’s story as to. Becker’s presence 
on the northwest corner of Seventh 
Avenue and 124th Street on the night in 
question. They corroborated Vallon 
also in accounting for Marshall’s pres- 
ence there. They only branched off 
from Rose’s story where Becker became 
involved in the murder: plot. It had 
been asserted over and over again by 
Joseph A. Shay, Becker’s forme’: lawyer, 


-/that Becker never was‘ at that corner. 


Ever Mr. Manton, until threé days ‘ago, 
inSisted that Becker had nevér beefi at 
that corner, Mr. Manton’ even tried to 
introduce into evidence that there was: 
no vacant lot at ihe corner specified. * 
Mr. Manton said last night that there” 
were other reasons why Becker would’ 
hot take the stand in his own behalf. 
Bhese reasons, it is générally believed; 
relate to Becker’s fear of being queés- 
tioned about his grafting activities. 
District Attorney Whitman was’ sur- 
prised by Becker’s decision. -He had 
thought that Becker would consider him- 
self forced to take the stand at this 
trial in view of the much stronger case 
presented against him. Mr. Whitman 
also believes that Becker's alibi is not so 
strong as Becker thinks. He had made 
preparations to cross-examrne Becker at 
great length, especially in relation to 
his alleged grafting operations. \ 
As Becker’s Counsel Views It. ~ 
Mr, Manton authorized this statement 
for ‘his client: 


**Becker will not take the stand. As 
the case now stands there is nothing 
he can do but deny the testimony of 
three corifessed murderers and an ad- 
mitted perjurer. The substance of this 
testimony is words, words, words. It 
would be superfluous to deny it, as the 
plea of not guilty is denial enough. 

“If he, took the stana Assués which 
are fore to the question of whether 
or not he is guilty of the murder of 
Herman Rosenthal might crop into 
the case, mislead the jury, and, in- 
stead of affording help to the adminis- 
tration of justice, hinder it. ~ 

“It is to affront human intelligence 
to ask to have the statements of self- 
confessed perjurers denied by an inno- 
cent man. There is no improvement 
over the testimony offered at the last 
trial, which was so vigorously con- 
demned by the Court of: Appeals, 
which referred to the same witnesses 
as ‘confessed murderers and admitted 
perjurers who care,no more for their 
oaths than for: the blowing of the 
wind.’ ”’ 


It seems likely now, in view of Mr. 
Manton’s announcement, that the case 
will be given into the hands of the jury 
by to-morrow night. _When court is 
reconvened this morning the defense 
will try to show by’ other witnesscs 
that Becker was not on Forty-second 
Street after Rosenthal. was -murdercd.

OYSTER BAY, May 20.—The situation 
confronting the Progressive Party was 
the principal topic of discussion at Sag- 
amore Hill to-day.

Steamer Carrying - Refugees 


from Tampico Goes Ashore 
in Furious Gale. 


BATTLESHIP TO THE RESCUE 


Passengers Taken Off by the Con- 
necticut—Wireless. Reports as to 
Her Condition Conflicting.

GALVESTON, Texas, May 20.—Wire- 
less messages received here this after- 
noon reported the Norwegian steamship 
Atlantis, with twenty passengers aboard, 
battling with a heavy gale off Tampico, 
Mexico. 

A wireless message received to-night 
said the Atlantis had gone aground 
sixty miles north of Tampieo, and that 
tugs had been ordered to her rescue. 

All the passengers had been taken off 
by the United States battleship Con- 
necticut, according to.the wireless: 

The -Atlantis, a 734-ton ship, plying 
between Gulf ports, with Capt, Jensen 
as her skipper, left Galveston for Tam- 
Pico last Suhdd@y with a large ‘passen- 
ger . list. Most of her. passengers: weré 
foreigners who flea from Tampico after 
Vera: Cuz: was occupied by the Ameri- 
‘Cans.

NIAGARA FALLS, Ont., May 20.—

No Americans have 
been called upon to contribute'to the 
rebel cause, and, therefore, the Amer- 
ican Consul has ‘not complained of this 
action. 

Many Americans and other foreign- 
ers employed in the oil fields of the 
Panuco, no, and Tuxpam districts 
are reported returning to work. One 
company near Tuxpam expects to re- 
sume full operations in the next few 
days. The tankship Mexicano of the 
Pierce Oil Corporation sailed this 
afternoon to Tampico, carrying sev- 
eral employes of the company who 
are returning with the intention of re- 
suming work in the refinery near 
Tampico, and also of shipping such 
oil as the company ‘still. has ‘there.

RURAL ESTATES TAX PASSED. 


Huerta’s Popular Bill Approved 
Unanimously by the Chamber.

Few measures have passed through 
Congress. with more: general approval 
of the community, as it is felt that it 
tends to remedy.one of the greatest 
evils . of. Mekico, while at the same 
time confirming to:sound fiscal princi- 
ples. The only opponents of the meas- 
ure are perhaps some large hacienda- 
dos, though ¢ven.many of these real- 
ize that the time for some such form 
of remedial legislation has arrived.

HOUSES. QUARREL TO END 





Compromise on Disputed Depart- 
ments, but Not on Funds for Sulli- 
van, Foley and Road Committees.

‘ALBANY, May 20.—The extraordinary 


session of the Legislature adjourned 
sine die at 6 o’clock this evening after 


passing appropriation bills providing for 


an aggregate of about $34,500,000. With 
$6,500,000 for special appropriations and 
contributions to the sinking funds for 
the State’s bonded indebtedness, the 
1914 budget will reach the vicinity of 
$41,000,000. As the estimated'revenue of 
the State is $42,500,000; this will leave 
@ surplus of only’ about $1,500,000 to 
meet any unforeseen demand on the 
State treasury. 

It is owing entirely to Gov. Glynn, 
according to the view generally taken 
here, that the State has escaped a di- 
rect tax, and on this account the Gov- 
ernor has been warmly commended even 
by lawmakers of the opposition parties, 
Last night the Governor was urged by 
members of the Conference Committee 
to authorize the passage of a direct tax 
bill to provide for an excess of a little 
more than $1,000,000 in the appropria- 
tion items over the estimated revenues 
of the State. He set his face sternly 
against this Jan guy ey and sent the 
conferees back to continue their work 
of scali down items in the appropria- 
tions—a labor that continued until the 
early hours of this mornings. 

The Legislature adjourned without 
maki any appropriation for the Sul- 
livan Graft Hunt Committee. The re- 
sponsibility for failure to do so rests 
with the .Democratic Senate, which 
failed to concur with the Assembly in 
the Cristman resolution providing .- 
000 for the investigation. 

In retaliation the Republican Assem- 
bly failed to act on the tentative propo- 
‘sition of appropriating $30,000 for a 
Sénate committee to investigate the 
practical side of road construction and 
maintenance and establish a set of State 
highway routes to be incorporated in 
the prospective amendments to the State 
Constitution next year. 

The Republican Assembly also failed 
to concur. in the action of the Senate 
‘in providing $30,000 for the work of the 
so-called Foley committee, headed by 
the representative in the Senate from 
“Tammany er Murphy’s district, 
which was to aid in the appraisal of 
telephone property throughout the State 
wi a view to a general readjustment 
of telephone rates. The Foley commit- 
tee was considered a “‘ good thing,’”’ on 
which Republican members. who were 
“in right’’ with the organization had 
‘been appointed. Somequeesy the fail-

TROPHIES AT MUSEUM, 


14,860 Roosevelt’ Specimens Arrive 


in Packing Cases. 

Most of the 2,500 specimens of big 
game, mammals, and birds bagged by 
George K. Cherrie and Leo E. Miller, 
members of the Roosevelt-Rondon ex- 
pedition, arrived in cases yesterday at 
the American Museum of Natural His- 


tory. Many of the specimens in the 
collection are néw to the Museum, and 
possibly some are new to _ science. 

essrs. Cherrie and Miller spent the 

reater part of the afternoon unpack- 
ng the cases. 

r. Miller, mammalogist of the party, 
covered some 3,000 miles in_ exploration 
and collecting trophies for the Museum. 
He first went up. the Paraguay in 
steamers and launches, as far as the 
river was navigable, and then he pro- 
ceeded on a 500-mile jaunt over land, 
traveling on muleback. For forty days 
he journeyed through a country with 
little vegetation, and through a desert- 
like region. Occasionally he saw large 
flocks of the rhea, the South American 
ostrich, but otherwise the country was 
quite devoid of animal life. . 

He gathered most of his specimens 
along.the banks of the Gy Parana and 
the Solimoens Rivers, the latter a 
branch ‘of the Amazon. As he sailed 
down the Gy Parana he heard some 
voices hailing him from the forest, and, 
stopping his canoe, he discovered four 
Indians, who evidently were not ec- 
quainted with white men. 

They were-standing on the opposite 
shore of the stream and were making 
signs, as fearful of being shot or cap- 
tured. Finally one of their party, a 
negro, waded into the stream, and, 
making friendly signs, met the Indians 
half way, and then the party exchanged 
presents of arrows for ads‘and, other 
specimens with the savages. Two of 
the Indians were red-headed, says Mr. 
Miller, who was the only American in 
the party.. He was accompanied by 
Lieut. Melbo of the Brazilian Army. 

Mr. Miller, who captured a Cock of 


the Rock, a rare specimen, on a pre- 
vious expedition in Cctombia, obtained 
while with the Roosevelt expedition the 


nest, eggs, and young and other pert 
mens for a habitat group of the Hoat- 
zin, an exceedin 4 rare type of an 
ancient bird, wh is equipped with 
claws, and evidently of lizard ancestry, 
a _semi-reptilian species. These birds 
will form the first Hoatzin group for 
the Museum. Mr. Miller got these 
trophies while voyaging in a canoe 
through a dense swamp, where. he en- 
countered the stinging ant of that re- 
gion and myriads of black mosquitos. 
Among the epocnenas of large game 
obtained by the expedition are the 
jaguar, the giant ant-eater, the tapir, 
the bp |e avem deer, One of the larg- 
pers oo kind z Ms America; = da 
zs caries, € capy para, the 
farasat fodent and similar to a guinea 
pig, and fifteen species of monkeys, and 
number of the rare marmosettes. 
Other trophies include the three-toed 
sloth, the armadillo, and the agoutis, a 
rabbitlike animal, but much larger. 
The two jaguars were shot by Col. 
Roosevelt and Kermit on the San Lo- 
renzo River, a branch of Rio Paraguay. 
They are considered valuable specimens 
for the Museum. Col. Roosevelt is ex- 
pected to visit the Museum. to-day.

Memories Good on One Point Only. 


The alibi presented for Becker to off-

enough in general appearance. The jury 
may view it differently in the light of 
what Assistant District Attorney Dele- 
hanty succeeded in doing to the three 
former members of Becker’s Strong Arm 
Squad who furnished the alibi. 

Mr. Delehanty emphasized the fact 
that three former associates of Becker, 
one of whom was dismissed from the 
Police Department on charges, told 
stories under oath which were strik- 
ingly similar, which could not have 
dove-tailed more perfectly if made to 
order. He tested their memories as to 
June 27, 1912, the date set for the Har- 
lem meeting as fixed by the District 
Attorney, and he found their memories 
perfect. They could account for every 
minute of Becker’s time. They could 
swear to a certainty that it would 
have been impossible for Becker to have 
conferred with the conspirators on that 
day. Yet when tested as to their 
memory of events immediately before 
or immediately after the Harlem con- 
ference they could remember nothing, 
even of other raids in which it was 
shown that they had taken part. 

he defense scored in another instance 
by showing that Plitt’s testimony that 
Becker had instructed him to kill Rose 
“ff anything happens to me’’’ was not 
contradicted by that of the two Deputy 
Sheriffs who took Becker to Sin ing. 
Sufficient loopholes were left in the tes- 
timony of these two witnesses to give 
Mr. Whitman an opportunity in sum- 
ming up to point out that Plitt was not 
discredited by ‘them. 


Harburger Disputes Plitt. 


The defense had expected to call for-

The 
former Sheriff was eperated upon last 
Tuesday for an internal abscess. Mr. 
Harburger said last night that he would 
take the witness stand to-day if his 
condition permitted.

“Plitt says I allowed him to take Beck- 
er to the lavatory. He never had an 
interview with Becker on Oct. 20, 1912, 
when I took Becker to Sing Sing. Many 
newspaper men followed me to the doors 
of the prison and among them Mr. Plitt, 
who said he was a newspaper man, and 
who tried to enter the death house with 
Becker, my deputies and me. The ‘late 
Head Keeper Connaughton got hold of 
him and ejected him.”’ 

The defense also tried to show by 
other Strong Arm Squad witnesses that 
the raid on Rosenthal’s gambling house 
was an honest and not a friendly raid. 
In this connection the testimony of the 
gambler’s widow was disputed by Beck- 
er’s former associates on the Strong 
Arm Squad. The District Attorney tore 
holes in the testimony ‘presented and 
showed that one of these witnesses had 
formerly. managed the notorious dive 
known as ‘‘The Haymarxet.’’ 

Large crowds were again attracted to 
he court room, and at least a third of 
the spectators were women. 


FRANK’S STATEMENT BARRED. 


Jury Sent Out While It Is Discussed 


at Morning Session. 
District Attorney Whitman opened the 
morning session with the cross-exami- 
nation of Frederick H. Hawley, former- 


ly a reporter for The Evening Sun, who 
finished his direct testimony on Tuesday 
afternoon just before-court adjourned. 
Hawley’s purpose as a witness was to 
establish ah alibi for Becker which 
would prove conclusively that he could 
not have met Rose and Webber at Forty- 
second Street and Sixth Avenue shortly 
after the murder. 

Both at the first trial and Tuesday 
afternoon Hawley testified that he met 
Becker at the Forty-second Street Sta- 
tion soon after he had himself notified 
Becker of Rosenthal’s murder, and that 
from that time until 8 o’clock in the 
morning Becker was not out of his sight 
except for a few minutes at a time. 
On cross-examination at the first trial 
Mr. Whitman confused Hawley badly 
and finally made him admit that Becker 
was out of his sight for as much as 
half an hour at a time, thus materially 
weakening his alibi for Becker. In the 


mony yesterday morning, Mr. Whitman 
made Hawley’s alibi as dubious as at 
the first trial. 

The witness did not create a good im- 

ression. His answers were given in a 

esitating way, and on one occasion he 
asked permission to_correct testimony 
that he gave on Tuesday afternoon. Mr. 
Whitman chided him: for showing a 
better memory of events on the early 
morning of oer. 16, 1912, than of his 
testimony on uesday. He accused 
Hawley ef having read and committed 
to memory the record of his testimony 
at the first trial. Hawley admitted 
that: he had read the record recently, 
but denied that he had committed it 
to memory. 

Mr. Whitman began the cross-exami- 
nation by reading part of Hawley’s tes- 
timony at the first trial. He read ques- 
tions and answers in which Hawley 
admitted first that Becker might’ have 
been out of his sight five minutes, then 
ten minutes, and then twenty minutes. 
Finally, Mr. Whitman read the ques- 
tion: ‘Was he out of your sight as 
much as an hour?”’ And Hawley’s an- 
swer: ‘‘ No.” Then the question: “‘ Are 
you sure?” and Hawley’s answer: ‘ As 
near as I can be. I didn’t have any 
watch.” 


Hawley Admits Uncertainty. 


Mr. Whitman put the record aside 
here and brought out from Hawley 
that Becker had been in and around the 
West Forty-seventh Street Station from 
8:30 until 8 o’clock on the morning of 
the murder. Hawley then admitted that 
between these hours he had seen Beck- 
er for only a few minutes. 

*“* Becker was at the station for sev- 
eral hours, then,’”’ Mr. Whitman said, 
“and you saw_him for only two or 
three minutes. Is that true?” 

“To the best of my knowledge, yes,” 
answered Hawley. . 

Mr. Whitman then tried to show that 

Hawley could not be sure that Becker 
was at the station all of the time be- 
tween 3:30 and 8 o’clock by uncovering 
a lack of familiarity on the witness’s 
part with the movements of others in 
station. 
“You testified the Dis- 
trict Attorney sai ‘that you saw me 
in the station, and that went out 
only once for a few minutes to look at 
an automobile. Is that true? ”’ 

Hawley replied that to the best of his 
knowledge it was. Mr. Whitman asked 
Hawley if he did not know that he 
(Whitman) had left the station for an 
hour while he went to Rosenthal’s house 
and conferred h Mrs. Rosenthal. 
Hawley became confused, asked to cor- 
rect his testimony given yesterday, ad- 
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New York World for libel,in printing 
the Rosenthal charges, but Mr. Whit 
man objected successfully to most of 
Mr. Manton’s questions. Mr. McKay 
was permitted to say only that Becker 
had asked for rmission to bring the 
libel suit pat ber he had promised to 
consider the matter. 

Police Inspector Edward P. Hughes, 
who was in charge of the Detective 
Division at the .time of the Rosenthal 
murder, was called next. He said that 
he had met Becker in the West_Forty- 
seventh Street Police Station a few 
hours after the murder and that Becker 
had_ said: 

“ t'm sorry they killed him. I wish 
they had waited. I have something in 
my pocket that would have shown him 
up ””

On cross-examination, Inspector 
Hughes said that he had ordered Zelig’s 
arrest by Detectives Steinert and White, 
but had not given orders that the gang- 
stet be ‘‘ framed up.’ 


Rules Against Frank’s Confession. 


As the Inspector left the witness stand 
John B. Johnston, of counsel for Becker, 
called out: ‘‘ Thomas F. MclInerny.” 

A hush of expectation fell over the 
court room as a heavy set' man with a 
dark mustache walked to the witness 
chair. He was the head keeper of Sing 
Sing Prison, and it was known that 
through him Mr. Manton would attempt 
to introduce the much talked of confes- 
sion made by ‘“‘ Dago Frank’’ Cirofici 
an hour before his execution for the 
tmurder of Herman Rosenthal. In the 
so-called confession Cirofici was quoted 
as saying that Becker had nothing to do 
with the slaying of the gambler. 

As did everyone else in the court room, 
Justice Seabury anticipated Mr. Man- 
ton’s purpose, and before the witness 
was asked a question the Justice re- 
quested the jury to retire while a “ point 
of law ’’ was settled. z 

Mr. Manton demurreé to the jury’s 
leaving the room, but Justice moma i 4 
was firm, and, after the twelve men ha 
gone out, he told. Mr. Manton that he 


must hear the nature of the questions 
to be asked the witness before he could 


rule on the admissibility of the proposed 
evidence. After taking exception to the 
Justice’s ruling and arguing his point, 
Mr. Manton said: 

“Your Honor, I feel that I must re- 
fuse to ask the witness questions in the 
absence of the jury.”’ 

Justice Seabury then asked.Mr. Man- 
ton what his purpose was and the law- 
yer replied that it was to introduce the 
*«Dago Frank ’’ confession through Mr. 
McInerny, Warden James M. Clancey of 
Sin Sing, the Rev. Father William B. 
Cashin, ‘‘-Dago Frank’s’’ spiritual ad- 
viser, and Miss Mary Cirofici, the ave. 
man’s sister, all of whom are alleged to 
have heard it, to refute the Long ory 4 of 
Shapiro, who said the gunmen told him 
Becker had “‘ fixed the cops’’ for the 
getaway after the murder. 

Mr. Manton offered a memorandum to 
Justice Seabury which purported to show 
that the confession was a bona fide dying 
declaration, but the Justice ruled that 
the confession could not be admitted as 
evidence and cited several decisions by 
the State Court of Appeals and one by 
the United States Supreme Court as pre- 
cedents for his ruling. 

Mr. Whitman took almost no part in 
the discussion between Justice Seabury 
and Mr. Manton. He appeared to feel 
certain that the confession would be 
refused admission without objection 
from him. 

Tombs Keeper Quotes Shapiro. 

When he had lost his point Mr. Man- 
ton dismissed: Mr. McInerny and did not 
call Warden Clancey, Father Cashin, or 
Mary Cirofici, and the jury was re- 
called. 

James Maloney, night keeper at. the 
Tombs Prison, was the next witness. 
He testified that on the night of Oct. 
16, 1912, Shapiro, chauffeur of the mur- 
der car, had told him that Harry Valion 
and Sam Schepps had ridden away from 
the Metropole after the murder in his 
auto and that one of them had threat- 
ened to blow his head off if he did not 
drive faster. . 

On cross-examination by Mr. Dele- 
hanty, Maloney admitted that he had 
never seen Shapiro before the time of 
this alleged statement and that Shapiro 
had. volunteered it without solicitation 
on his part. 

**He came up to _ you, a_ perfect 
stranger,’’ said Mr. Delehanty, ‘“‘ and 
volunteered this startling information? ’’ 

** Yes,’’ answered the witness. 

Frank H. Roberts, Superintendent of 
the apartment house at ith Street and 
Edgecombe Avenue, where Becker lived 
at the time of the murder, was called 
next. He testified that on the Sunday 


asked him to have the apartment house 
telephone in her apartment disconnected 
from the switchboard and that he had 
immédiately given orders for this to be 
done. By this point the prosecution 
hoped to corroborate Hawley, who said 
that after the murder he first 
called Becker through the apartment 
house ’phone and,. failing to get him, 
had called him over Becker’s private 
telephone. Mr. Manton also hoped to 
rove that Rose was lyi when he said 
hat he had notified Becker of the mur- 
der over the apartment house telephone. 
On cross-examination by Mr. Dele- 
hanty the witness admi that at the 
first Becker trial he had testified that 
it was only ‘‘ to the best of his belief” 
that Mrs. Becker had told him fore 
the murder to have the ’phone discon- 
nected. Yesterday he was positive that 
Mrs. Becker’s order had been given the 
Sunday before the murder, but he ad 
mitted that he had no proof that the 
order had been carried out before the 
death of Rosenthal. 


Raider Managed the Haymarket. 
Detective Sergeant James D. White, 
who was a member of Becker’s “* Strong 
Arm” squad in 1912, and who was 
about to be tried for “framing up” 


before the murder Mrs. Becker had/|t 


White admit that he had been a waiter 
and a bartender before he became a 
member of the police force about seven 
yars ago. 7 

“Were you not employed for a year 
in the Ha ket, at Sixth Avenue and 
Thirtieth Street? ’’ Mr. Delehanty asked. 

“* Yes,’"” admitted the witness, and, 
when questioned further, he said that 
he been successively bartender, 
Leto and floor manager at the Hay- 

ar’ 
“Did you see anything wrong with 
the place while you were there?”’ was 
Mr. elehanty’s next question. 

No,’”’ answered the witness, while al- 
most everyone in the court room smiled. 
Didn’t you know,” shouted Mr. Del- 
ehanty, ‘‘that the Haymarket was ‘the 
most notorious dive in New York?” 
No,” persisted the witness. 

After being open for a number of 
years in which it was known as a most 
unsavory resort, and after it had ap- 
peared in the police records. several 
times and finally had had its liquor 
license revoked, the Haymarket was 
recently closed by the police as a pub- 
lic nuisance. 


Rosenthal Raiders Testify. 


Mr. Manton next called four members 
of Becker’s Strong Arm Squad who 
were among the raiders of Rosenthal’s 
gambling house on April 17, 1912. They 
were James B. Pritchard, John. B. 
O’Connor, John J. Dougherty, and John 
J. Boes. They all testified that the 
raid had been an honest one and that 
they had not seen Becker go down into 
the basement of the house with Mrs. 
Rosenthal. Several of them testified 
that they had heard Mrs. Rosenthal 
ask Becker to step aside with her, and 
that Becker had told her to say any- 
thing she had to say openly and in the 
hearing of all around them. Mrs. Ro- 
senthal then asked Becker not to arrest 
her nephew, they said. 

All of the witnesses admitted on 
cross-examination, however, that Becker 
could have gone downstairs with Mrs. 
Rosenthal without their seeing him. 
None of them was by Becker’s side all 
the time he was in Rosenthal’s house. 

Police Capt. William W. Duggan, who 
was a Lieutenant in 1909, the next wit- 
ved Lessee Frond os Shah occa- 

,between Nov. 1, , and July, 
1911, as * Webber had expressed 
hatred of Rosenthal to him. Webber 
accused Rosenthal of instigating a rob- 
bery of his house, Capt. Duggan said, 
and of paying a character known as 

Tough Tony” to break his jaw. On 
cross-examination, Capt. Duggan ad- 
mitted that Webber had said nothing 
against Rosenthal for at least a year 
before the murder. 

The last witnesses of the morning 
session. were Michael N. Delagi and 
Lewis A. Abrams, lawyers, who testi- 
fied that they had been appointed by 
the State to defend Charles Plitt, Jr., 
when he was accused of murder. They 
Said that neither -Plitt nor Becker had 
awe them anything. Plitt, who was 

ecker’s press agent, testified against 
him last Monday. Neither of the law- 
yers was cross-examined.

SWEAR AN ALIBI FOR BECKER. 


Three Strong Arm Raiders Account 
for His Moves on June 27, 1912. 


More than 100 chairs were brought 
into the court room during the noon re- 
cess, and when Justice Seabury took 
the bench at 2:30 o’clock there was not 
enough aisle space left for the passage 
of the court attendants. Even the 
space to the left of the witness chair, 
which usually is reserved for the court 
crier, was crowded with women specta- 
tors. No such a crowd ever had been 
massed in that court room. before. Jus- 
tice Seabury sat scanning the specta- 
tors for nearly ten minutes before Mr. 
Manton arrived. The lawyer apologized 
for his lateness. 

Kearn F. Carroll and Thomas F. Win- 
ters, Deputy Sheriffs, were the first 
witnesses called. They had _ taken 
Becker to Sing Sing after his convic- 
tion on the first trial, and had been 
called to contradict the testimony of 
Charles B. Plitt, Jr., to the effect that 
Becker had taken one last drink with 
Plitt in the washroom of the train to 
Ossining, and that he had urged Plitt 
to kill Jack Rose “if anything happens 
© me.” Each of the Deputy Sheriffs 
testified that he had been with Becker 
all the time and that he had not heard 
Becker say this to Plitt. Carroll said 
that Becker had been handcuffed to 
him all the way to Sing Sing. 

There was some surprise when neither 
District Attorney Whitman nor Assistant 
District Attorney Delehanty arose to 
cross-examine these witnesses. It seemed 
as if they were conceding that Plitt had 
lied in. at least this instance. It was 
pointed out later, however, that Plitt 
might have been in the washroom be- 
fore Becker went there and that the 
testimony did not break down the prob- 
ability of Plitt’s alleged conversation. 
Mr. itman, it is expected, will call 
attention to the fact that these wit- 
nesses testified only that they had not 
overheard the remark, which is not a 
contradiction of Plitt or even to be won- 
dered at, since in the nature of things 
Becker would only have uttered it as 
an aside, perhaps in a whisper. 

The Strong Arm Alibi. 


Joseph B. Shephard, formerly a po- 
liceman attached to the Strong Arm 
Squad, was the next witness, and 


through him the:defénse opened its at- 
tack on the State’s evidence showing 
that Becker was at the Harlem con-

INTO WOMAN'S BODY 


Victim, Dying in Hospital, Says 
Her Assailant Had Posed 
as a Single Man. 


WIFE THREATENED DEATH 


Assailant, a New York Engineer, 
Sorry He Had Found Use for 
Only Five Shots. 


Mrs. Anna Kleine, 23 years old, sep- 
arated from her husband, who has been 
living with her mother, Mrs. Mary 
Bondorf, at 35 Varick Avenue, Will- 
iamsburg, was shot four times yester- 
day afternoon and mortally wounded 
by Robert Kane, a civil engineer, 29 
years old, of 2,116 Lexington Avenue, 
Manhattan. Two of the bullets en- 
tered her right arm, another the left 
side just over the heart and the fourth 
penetrated her right ear. A fifth bul- 
let went wild. Mrs. Kleine was taken 
to St. Catharine’s Hospital, where late 
last night she was reported at the point 
of death. 

Kane acted with the utmost uncon- 
cern over the shooting and told the po- 
lice that the five additional cartridges 
found on his person were intended for 
the woman he had shot. 

Kane, just three weeks ago, figured 
in an exciting revolver episode in the 
house of Mrs. Kleine, which culminated 
in his arrest and that of his wife, Anna. 
On the morning of May 1, Mrs. Kane, 
who, it was alleged, had learned that 
her husband was on friendly terms with 
Mrs. Kleine, went to the latter’s home 
with a magazine pistol. The husband 
fcllowed and prevented any shooting. 
There was a desperate fight going on, 
Kane and his wife, as well as Mrs. 
Kleine and her mother, being engaged, 
when the police arrived. Mrs. Kane 
and her husband were arrested under 
a charge of attempted felonious assault 
and for violating the Sullivan law. 
Kane was discharged, but his wife was 
taken before the Grand Jury, which 
failed to indict her. Since then it has 
been said she has not lived with her 
husband. Kane, according to the po- 
lice, has been brooding ovér his do- 
mestic troubles. 

He was seen yesterday afternoon, be- 
fore the shooting, going into a saloon 
at Varick Avenue and Penn Street, 
where he had several drinks. Later he 
went to Mrs. Kleine’s house and rang 
the doorbell. Mrs. Kleine’s_ father, 
August Bondorf, answered the bell and 
recognizing the young engineer ordered 
him away, saying that he proposed to 
have no more disgraceful scenes about 
the house. Just then Mrs. Kleine ap-,| 
peared and when Kane saw her _ he 
pushed Bondorf aside, drew a .38 calibre 
revolver and fired. Mrs. Kleine fell 
after the first shot, but Kane continued 
firing as she lay on the floor. Bondorf 
seized Kane, but he broke away and 
ran. 

A brewery truck, with Joseph Wolf 
driving, was passing. Wolf heard the 
shots and screams, jumped down from 
his seat and grabbed Kane. Kane 
struck Wolf on the head with the pistol 
and Wolf fell.

Motorcycle hams Cor, Car, Wrecking It 
.and Injuring 2 Boys and.3 Women. 


While three women teachers of the 
Far Rockaway High School were driv- 
ing toward Brooklyn along Highiand 
Boulevard in East New York Just be- 
fore dark last night, a motorcycle 


bearing two youths, suddenly darted at

Reichstag Adjourns — A Socialist

BERLIN, May 20.—The session of 
the Reichstag, which was prorogued 
by. the Keiser to-day, has ended with- 
out action of any kind on the Govern- 
ment’s bill to. create a petroleum 
monopoly and to expel the Standard 
Oil Company from the country.

“If the British Government, high 
erects pavilions: at minor- expositions 
like that at Ghent, refuses to partici- 
pate in the San Francisco fair can 
you. wonder if we. regard it. as a 
slight? We do not mind what method 
of official participation your Govern- 
ment selects. Anything, which they 
consider fit to represent this great 
country, will be most heartily wel- 
comed by us in San Francisco. We 
only ask you to treat us: as we know 
we would treat you, if the positions 
were reversed. : 

“From a purely business point of 
view we cannot fathom the reluctance 
shown by the British Government. 
Apart from the ‘enormous British 
trade, done with the Pacific Coast, 
your Government itself derives a toler- 
able incoming by taxing the wealth 
secured by British investors from the 


other industries of California. Im- 
agine what would be said if by some 
unthinkable freak of retaliation we 
taxed the British investor in California 
or discriminated against the British 
trader! 

“There is another-phase of the situ- 
ation that is scarcely grasped over 
here. Every inch of available space at 
the exposition has been overapplied 
for by governments and exhibitors 
from other countries, We-have been 
reserving a site for the British Gov- | 
ernment and for a limited number of 
British exhibitors. In justice to the 
other countries, we cannot go on doing 
this indefinitely.

SAVED BY O'CONNELL 


Cardinal Inaugurates the Aque- 
ducts Draining the Basilica of 
San Clemente at Rome. 


DUE TO AMERICANS’ AID 


Catholics and Non-Catholics Sub- 
scribers to the Fund—Seven Car- 
dinals Attend the Ceremony.

ROME, May. 20.—Americans here 
feel proud to-day that the generosity 
and enterprise of their countrymen 
have brought to a successful issue the 
long-attempted drainage of the famous 
old Basilica of San Clemente. 

The Stars and Stripes waved over 
this unique historic structure to-day. 
Cardinal O’Connell of Boston opened 
the subterranean aqueduct of the 
church, accompanied by Cardinals 
Gibbons and Farley, and followed by 
four other Cardinals and by Arch- 
bishops and Bishops, and other Church 
dignitaries, Including Bishop Dennis 
O’Connell of Richmond, and Mgr. 
Shahan, rector of the Catholic Uni- 
versity at Washington. 

Members: of the Roman aristocracy 
present ‘were headed by Prince Rospi- 
gliosi, Commander of, the Pope’s Noble 
Guard. Many Bostonians took part 
in -the .ceremony;, including Mer. 
Michael Splaine, Father J. J. Cop- 
pinger, and the Revs. E. J. Dolan, F. 
Hannawin, J. Sullivan, and D. J. 
Scannell. 

Cardinal O’Connell, to whose enter- 
prise the work is due and who col- 
lected the funds for it in the United 
States, delivered a speech, in which 
he spoke. of the significance of the 
sacred walls of San Clemente, with 
their memories. of twenty centuries, 
including early Christian monuments, 
Pagan relics, and mediaeval vestiges. 
The church, among other things, bore 
traces of the struggles of the Apos- 
tles’ successors with the polytheism 
of ancient Rome. 

Fire, said the Cardinal, had de- 
stroyed the first basilica. Water re- 
cently was an even worse menace. To 
stand idly by and witness the destruc- 
tion of such a building would have 
been criminal. He added: 

“Second to the blessing of the 
Pontiff, the generosity of my fellow- 
citizens of Boston, Catholic and non- 
Catholic alike, has surmounted all 
difficulties and removed what for 
some time seemed insurmountable ob- 
stacles in accomplishing a great work, 
worthy, as the Pope said, of the an- 
cient Romans, a work which has saved 
San Clemente from absolute ruin.” 
Afterward Cardinal O’Connell, fol- 
ald Water gallery..

Every de- 
tail is strictly subordinated to the gen- 
eral end in view. | 

Hence the arrangements have been re- 
garded as a mode! of the right ordering 
of-a church for purposes of ritual. Not 
only is the interior suitable to its inten- 
tion, it is also refined and graceful; the 
mind is not distracted and limited by 
needless accessories. ‘‘ The panels of 
the screen, for instance,’’ says Mr. Allen, 
“are models of restraint and delicate 
Symmetry. The white marble gains just 
the necessary relief from the richly col- 
ored disks, and the designs of the gar- 
lands and crosses are the perfection of 
severe and unaffected grace.”’ he mo- 
saics of the semi-dome and the arch over 
it are assigned to the twelfth century. 

The subterranean church is reached 
from the vestibule of the -sacristy; 
thence a stairway leads directly down 
into the porch or narthex; from whence 
one passes under an archway into the 


nave. 

The building is laid out in the same 
plan as the upper church, except that 
the aisles do not end in chapels and that 
the area of the lower church is greater 
than that of the upper. . 


LYON SALE WAS A FIASCO. 


Its Discontinuance Due to Doubt as 
to Objects’ Authenticity. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 

LONDON, Thursday, May 21— 
There is much discussion in art circles 
of the discontinuance after the first 
day, last Monday, of the sale at 
Christi’s of the big Max Lyon collec- 
tion of mediaeval and Renaissance ob- 
jects. Such a happening at Christie’s 
is almost unique. 

No official reason is given for the 
discontinuance of the sale, but it was 
evidently due to doubts cast by experts 
on the authenticity of many pieces in 
the collection. 

A big foreign contingent of buyers 
who were expected to attend was ab- 
sent, and British dealers kept aloof. 


The collection, it is said by one ex- 
pert, was a mixture of very good and 
very doubtful pieces. 

What made the fiasco on Monday so 
remarkable was not so much the low- 
ness of the prices realized as the ab- 
sence of any interest on the part of 
the bidders. Lot after lot was put up 
at the figure suggested from the ros- 
trum and knocked down at the same 
figure. Even where there was some 
bidding it did not generally reach the 
reserve put upon the objects in ques- 
tion. 

The doubts entertained by experts 
found expression in .the newspapers. 
One of them said.a few days before the 
sale: ; 

“The question arises, why is this 
French collection being sold in Lon- 
don, when Paris: is known -to-be the 
best market for this class of objects? 
One wonders if the. owner's: decision 
may not have something to do with 
the fact that at Paris art sales the 
auctioneer guarantees the authenticity 
of the works as described in the«ata- 
logue and holds himself r onsible 
for any error, while in London the 
buyer has to exercise his own judg- 
ment.” 


PASS THROUGH THE CANAL. 


Three Barges Laden with Sugar Ini- 
tiate Its Use for Commerce. 


COLON, May 20.—Three barges, laden 
with 1,300 tons of sugar from Hawaiian 
steamships at Panama, arrived at Cris- 
tobal at 7 o’clock last evening after 
passing through the Pahama Canal.

LONDON, Thursday, May 21.—The 
Earl of Pembroke has decided to sell 
part of his renowned library, the rea- 
son given being the menace of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer .Lloyd 
George’s death duties. 

The books will be offered at Sothe- 
by’s on June 25 and 26, unless in the 
If 
they are sold by auction the sale 
will draw buyers from all parts of the 
world. 

The books, it is said, will certainly 
bring a record sum, for a two days’ 
dispersal at Sotheby’s. 

The library, which Lord Pembroke 
inherited from the third, fourth, and 
eighth Earls of Pembroke, contains 
precious incunabula, many of which 
are no longer to be found outside the 
great national collections. 

Two hundred’ and eleven lots will 
be put up, the majority books of the 
fifteenth century. Two manuscripts 
in the collection are of the late fif- 
teenth century, a “‘ Horae,” on vellum 
splendidly ‘decorated throughout, and 
a codex, also on vellum, of twenty- 
seven ancient traditional maps illus- 
trating the ‘ Geographia” of Pto- 
lemy. ; 

There are five block-books, the Apo- 
calyptic Visions of St. John,” possibly 
produced at Nuremberg or near Bam- 
berg about 1460. There is a complete 
first xylographic: edition of the “Ars 
Morendi.” Another treasure is the 
“Biblia Pauperum,” and another the 
second Latin edition of the “Speculum 
Humane Salvationis,” possibly printed 
by Coster before 1471, while there is a 
Dutch translation,’ also possibly Cos- 
ter’s of the Latin “Speculum,” a copy 
that belonged to..Abraham Ortelius, 
an inscription in whose hand appears 
on the first leaf.

CALLS GIANINI AN IMBECILE. 


Dr. Goddard Says Boy’s Acts Prove 
Him Mentally Incompetent. 


HERKIMER, N. Y., May. 20.—Dr. 


Henry H. Goddard, one of the medica 
experts called by the defense to_ prove 
the insanity of Jean Gianini, who is oa 
trial for the murder of Miss Lida 
Beecher, was to-day subjected to 4a 
long cross-examination. He was asked 
to give his reason for pronouncing the 
boy an imbecile. 

r. Goddard said he believed that 
Gianini knew he was killing a human 
being when he murdered Miss Beecher, 
and the fact that he ran away indicated 
that he was conscious of having done 
something he should not be caught at. 
Dr. Goddard said, however, that the 
boy had formed no well-defined plan 
for the murder.. 

He described as a characteristic of an 
imbecile the fact that Gianini made a 
confession without being subjected -to

“THE VOICE OF THE PEOPLE.” 

The direct primary had its: first 
trial in Pennsylvania on Tuesday. 
The voice of the people, unmuffled 
ahd-undiverted by the machine, made 
itself heard. No. convention, no 
caucus, no mandate of the bosses ‘was, 
in law. and in theory, allowed to in- 
terfere with the popular choice. The 
result was that in the Republican 
Party Mr. PENROSE, the embodiment 
of reaction, the accredited and ex- 
perienced representative of the old, 
bad machine, obtained the nomina- 
tion for re-election as Senator by an. 
overwhelming majority. That is to 
say, a very large part of the few 
who voted at all supported him. But 
the total vote was light. A like re- 
sult, though not so striking, took 
place in the Democratic primaries. In 
the Progressive Party there was no 
contest. Mr. PINCHOT was unopposed, 
but the vote for him was ridiculously 
small. 

A fair inference from this experi- 
ment is, first, that the direct pri- 
maries only add to the already too 
heavily burdensome duties of citizen- 
ship and enable the professionals, in 
all ordinary times, to carry their 
ends with. possibly, a little more 
trouble, but certainly with no less 
success. It was the chief article in 
the indictment of the old system 
that men like PENROSE could defeat 
the popular will. Apparently either 
they can still do it, or else the pop- 
ular will is not so opposed to their 
rule as the reformers have believed. 
There is no reason to suppose that 
the election of Senators by popular 
vote will produce any better result 
than the primaries indicate. 


WORKING THE BANK ACT. 

It is not surprising that Congress 
passed the Federal reserve law seem- 
ingly thinking that the subject might 
be regarded as settled once the law 
was onthe books. That bankers 
were far from thinking the same 
thing appears from the remarks of 
Mr. HEPBURN to the representative 
bankers: who met for the purpose of 
electing candidates for Federal re- 
serve Directors to be voted for by the 
478 banks of New York in the Fed- 
eral system. The three groups” of 
banks, classified according to capital- 
ization, are pMnning to elect six Di- 
rectors, representing the banks gener- 
ally, instead of each class electing two 
Directors, representing more particu- 
larly the class from which the Directors 
were to be elected respectively. The 
idea of the lawmakers was that the 
little banks needed to be protected 
from ‘the big banks, and each class—- 
big, little, and medium—was to choose 
its own protectors in the form of Di- 
rectors with a mandate to’ represent 
their class instead of all the banks. 
Congress proposed, but the bankers 
will dispose, if expectations are ful- 
filled. 

It is hardly necessary to remark at 
large‘upon the distinction in the two 
methods. Oné method represents 
unification and co-operation. The 
other represents division and dissen- 
sion. Mr. HEPBURN’S remarks are 
what enlightened bankers would ex- 
pect, and.not at all what some of 
those active in the promotion of the 
law expected from New York. There 
were those who. thought that the 
‘Federal reserve law would be a fail- 
ure unless it crippled. the Money 
Trust. There were others who thought 
that was not conspicuous among. the 
country’s needs, and that banking 
should be centralized for the accom- 
modation of the ordinary business 
man, and therefore of all: business in 
the aggregate, without any particular 
reference to high or low finance, or 
big -or little banking. Upon that 
point Mr. Hepsurn said in part: 


However imperfect it.may be, it is a 
better law than many people have 
given dt credit for*being, and the good 
results which we may reasonably hope 
will follow will depend. very largely 
upon a sympathetic attitude on the 
part of*the bankérs. The underlying 
purpose of. the law. was tq curb the 
money power by decentralizing ey. 
They not only decentralize money, but 
they,‘ @ecentralize the control of this 
banking system. The absolute domi- , 
nation is placed in the rural districts. 
A- bank of $25,000 capital is given 
same voting ‘power as 4 bank of 
000,000 capital. .Abstractly this is tea, 
equitable and unfair, ..Concretely « it- 

_ will work ‘well and satisfactorily, I am 
sure, for the small banks and the large

A TIME FOR CAUTION. 

It. would be unfair to the President 
to hold. him responsible for the sug- 
gestions. of policy, that have been 
attributed to him within the past fort- 
night, ‘since he has made no official 
statement of his views or intentions. 
Meanwhile, the fact that some of these 


olent purposes which he has himself 
more or less definitely sketched in his 
public utterances makes it pertinent 
to inquire what might be the effect 
of carrying them out, and what is the 
state of public opinion in this country 
regarding them. 

All the propositions’ to: which we 
refer assume that it is the duty and 
that it may be within the power of the 
United States to secure for Mexico an 
orderly, free, representative, popular 
government, able and willing to’ re- 
form the evils from which the land 
has suffered, and to maintain just in- 
ternational relations. No one will 
deny that the end fixed is devoutly to 
be wished, and that its accomplish- 
ment would be for the lasting benefit of 
the Mexican people, of the people of 
the United States and of the continent 
generally. Nor is it to be denied that 
the Government of the United States 
ought to render all practicable aid to 
the accomplishment of this end. The 
crucial questién is what is practicable? 
And the answer to that is that we can 
render aid only in a form and to a 
degree that does not involve undue re- 
sponsibilities on the part of our Gov- 
ernment... We cannot, for example, 
undertake to bring peace and , order 
and prosperity in Mexico by steps that 
would require us to take upon our- 
selves the conduct of internal Mexican 
affairs. We cannot properly impose 
even good Government on Mexico by 
force of arms, with all the incalculable 


entail. Essentially the problem is a 
Mexican problem and cannot wisely or 
effectively be solved from the outside.

That discrimination was not shown 
against the report of Dr. Harry PLorz, 
submitted last week in Atlantic City 
to the Association of American.

a measurable superiority to British 
honorifics as compared with those con- 
ferred in countries where the exchange 
of rank for mere money was earlier 
begun. But always a price was paid, 
and the requirement that the service 
rendered should be to the State did not 
mean much in the days when doing 
the King’s will, whatever it might be, 
was assumed to meet that condition. 

Not a few of the oldest and highest 
titles—titles whose present holders look 
sccrnfully at newly ennobled. brewers 
and tradesmen—were earned in ways 
coysiderably less innocent than by mak- 
ing big contributions to party campaign 
funds. Now, as’ then, the ‘dispensers 
of honors bly with them what they 
need or want most, and the convinced 
partisan can easily and sincerely con- 
vince himself that national interests are 
inextricably involved with his acquisi- 
tion or retention of office. As his ne- 
cessities are oftener those of peace than 
of war,‘ his trade is usually with the 
main of the purse, not the man of the 
sword.

R. A.,Fessenden, and in order that my 
statements may be given the proper ring 
of authority, I point to the two patents 
issued by the United States Patent 
Office to Fessenden, 1. e.; 706,747 of 
August, 1902, and 793,650 of July,: 1905. 
To those.who are interested in this 
subject to a sufficient extent I suggest 
the careful perusal of these patent 
specifications. 

It will be found that a complete dis- 
closure of the broadest character was 
made in this earliest patent, and that 
one form of the scheme is worked out, 
somewhat in detail, in the second patent. 
It may interest your readers to know 
also that a full account of a test made 
in the presence of a number of prom- 
inent engineers, including the experts 
of the Bell Telephone Company, Gen- 
eral Electric Company, and others, 
was made in December, 1906, at which 
time speech and music were successfully 
transmitted wirelessly between .two test 
Stations some ten miles apart: A full 
account of this test will be found in The 


American Telephone Journal of Jan. 26° 


and Feb. 2, 1907. The representative 
of The American Telephone Journal was 
present at these tests. These early tests 
were followed in the Summer of 1907 by 
a transmission of 200 miles from Brant 
Rock, Mass., to Jamaica, L. I., N. Y.

afternoon? 

It seems as though the city is persistently 
“‘casting pearls before swine,’’ as these 
people apparently have no regard or apprecia- 
tion whatever for the fight that is con- 
stantly being made to make grass grow, to 
make flowers bloom, and to keep things 
orderly that every one may enjoy! 

Now that ‘‘clean-up’’ week is in. order 
why doesn’t the city take the lead with a 
*“‘clean-up”” year? By this I mean why 
does it not enter strenuously into a cam- 
paign to establish a park clean-up system 
that, will be permanent? All it needs is 
plenty of refuse containers, about four times 
more than at present, and plenty of officers 
detailed to persistently follow these right up 
and see that the people deposit their waste 
paper and picnic refuse therein or answer 
for it on the spot.

THE NEW YORK MILITIA. | 
Gets Both Instruction: and Coaching 


in the Use of Small Arms. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

Being a member of the Nafional Guard of 
this State, I read with interest everything 
appearing in‘ your columns on this subject, 
and. noticed the recent letter signed ‘‘ Ser- 
geant N. G. N. Y¥."’ on the gubject of the 
preparedness of the National Guard. While 
I agree in part with the writer, still I think 
that certain misstatements which he made 
should be’ corrected. In speaking of outdoor 
small-arms practice ‘‘Sergeant’’ says that 
we fire ‘‘ three to ten shots with practically 
no preliminary instruction,’”” end that 
bs coaching is not permitted.’ For hig in- 
formation -I would say that each organiza- 
tion in the National Guard has each year a 
general practice day, when every man is re- 
quired to report at the rifle range for in- 
struction in rifle practice. 

* The entire morning’ is devoted to, instruc- 
tion practice, in which each man fires 45 
shots, beginning at the 200-yard rangé and 
incredsing the distance to 500 yards. During 
this instruction practice coaching is not only 

itted, but in my own regiment is sys- 
tematically provided: by the experienced shots, 
The new ‘men’ are taught’ how to aim and 
fire, so that the best resulte may be gb- 
tained, In the afternoon all men who have 
succeeded in making a score .of 150 or bet- 
ter in the instruction practice are given a 
chance to qualify in the record practice. As 
this is obviously for the better shots, coach- 
ing is not allowed, but each man ig required 
to think for himself. This teaches the sol- 
dier to shoot independently, as would be 
necessary on the battlefield, and not to rely 
on the ability of some one else to coach him 
through. 

The necessary instruction and coaching is 
done in the instruction practice, and then 
those who prove themselves proficient and 
ambitious are given a chance to earn their 
expert and sharpshooter decorations, which 
are awarded by the War Department of the 
United States. The course of small-arms 
practice as used in this State last Summer 
is, in my estimation, very nearly perfect for 
the requirements of men who have so limited 


a time to give to this important part of a 
soldier’s training.

CHICAGO, May 20.—‘ Certified ”» ba- 
bies will be offered by the: Morals Court 
of Chicago to persons desiring to adopt 
children. Foster parents will receive 
certificates guaranteeing that the child 
turned. over to them is ‘‘ free from or- 
ganic disease, insanity, or constitutional 
weakness.” A _ scientific inventory of 
the infant’s traits and ibilities will 
accompany the certificate 

Certification of babies is the most re- 
cent activity of the Municipal Court's 
psychopathic laboratory instituted- to 
examine the mental twists of youthful 
offenders. 

“We can no longer afford to let ‘ un- 
known’ babies go out,” said Harry 
Olson, Chief Justice of the Municipal 
Court, to-day in announcing the inno- 
vation. ‘ Because of the uncertain line- 
age of many of the babies coming under 
the care of the Morals Court none shall 
be allowed to go out unless declared fit 
by the psychopathic laboratory.

Sheriff Patrick Kiernan, from whom 
Farley obtained these favors, later ran 
for Assemblyman. Although he was a 
Republican and Farley a Tammany 
man, Kiernan’ called on the _ saloon- 
keeper one evening and said it looked 
as if he would be beaten, ‘because he 
did not have the money to make the 
proper kind of a fight. Farley opened 
his safe and handed its contents, about 
$1,000, over to Kiernan. 

Farley’s- saloon was known as the 
cleanest place on the Bowery. One of 
Farley's bartenders was Joe Brady, who 
has been with the place for thirty-three 
years and who was voted the most 
popular bartender in the city in a 
newspaper contest. 

Farley’s only living relatives are two 
brothers—Thomas, a retired police Lieu- 
tenant, and Joseph, a court officer in 
the Bronx. It is said that Farley ar- 
ranged to leave his saloon to the three 
bartenders, who had been with him 
many years.

“LONDON, May 20.—This was a bad 
@ay for American golf players at Sand- 
wich. The defeat of Francis Ouimet 
by Tubbs provided an even greater 
sensation than Palmer’s victory ovet 
‘Jerome D. Travers on Monday, Tubbs 
is little known as a player and never 
has been seriously reckoned with as 
@ candidate for championship honors, 
and everybody: regarded his defeat by 
Ouimet as a foregone conclusion. 

A crowd estimated at 2,000 followed 
the match, and the Englishmen among 
. them’ had many uncomfortable mo- 
ments toward the finish when Tubbs 
lost his merve and was nearly unable 
to secure the necessary half to win. 
Ouimet seemed to be playing under 
great restraint and afraid of hitting 
hard as usual. For instance, his two 
longest shots, and pérhaps his best, 
were at the thirteenth and. fifteenth 
holes, where he was compelled to aim 
for the green with his brassie. In each 
case he carried well, guarding against 
the hazards finely, and the success of 
his shots suggested that he would 
have done. better if he had played 
more boldly, but he was struggling 
all the way going out and made so 
many mistakes that he was fortunate 
to be only one down at the turn. From 
this point he went from bad to worse, 
the fatal hook with his iron clubs 
getting him into all sorts of trouble, 
and he appeared to be in a hopeless 
position when a dormy three down 
match ought to have ended on the 
sixteenth green, but here Tubbs took 
three putts and repeated this fault 
at the next hole. 

In this, way the match went to the 
last green, where Ouimet ran over 
with his approach shot and lost the 
chance to even half the hole. 

Ouimet naturally was disappointed 
at the result, but he did not show it. 
Directly after the Englishman holed 
bjs last putt Ouimet, with a beaming 
smile, heartily congratulated’ him. 
- Oulmet has made himself generally 

liked at Sandwich for his fine sports- 
manship, as he took his defeat very 
sragefully and made no excuses. 

“f guess I will have to give up the 
game,” was his first sood- humored 
comment. 

In conversing with THE New York 
TIMEs correspondent afterward Ouimet 
said he would now have plenty of time 
to°watch others Play better golf than 
he was capable of. “I think I played 
poorly,” he said, “but can only blame 
myself.” 

Ouimet, like Travers, ‘was the re- 
cfpient of much genuine sympathy be- 
cause he had failed to do himself 
justice. 

Edward Ray, who was a critical fol- 
lower. of the match, said afterward: 
“Ouimet never seemed: to get going, 
, Played slackly, and dfd not appear té 
be hitting the ball hard enough. He 
certainly did not play to-day as he 
played against Vardon and myself in 
America last year.” 

As Frederick Herreshoff met defeat 
at the hands of Hon. Michael ‘Scott 
and Lockwood was also. defeated 
there are only two Americans left in 
the tournament, Charles W. Evans 
and Harold Weber.

Field repre- 
sentatives under Mr. Palmer's direc- 
tion have canvassed the New England 
industry pretty thoroughly, while inves- 
tigations have been in progress in the 
South, Pennsylvania, New York State, 
and the West. It was said yesterday 
that the inquiry into the women's under- 
wear branch of the business has been 
completed, while the field workers are 
Well up*on the hosiery and underwear 
lines. There was some delving into this 
city’s men’s clothing industry by the 
agents in January. According to. the 
reports: current yesterday, the investi- 
gators will. be back here about July: 1 
for the pu porpess of completing their in- 
quiry into the clothing business.

FINANCIAL MARKETS} 


Duliness Increases — Most 
Stocks Show Only Small 
Changes-—Weakness in » 
a Few Issues. 


Here and there in the Stock “Ex- 
change list price changes of some con- 
Sequences occurred yesterday, in .re- 
sponse to special influences, but the 
market as a-whole was very inactive 
and showed only small price changes. 
Such as it was the movement on the: 
average was downward. A rise in the 
wheat market which for the moment 
gave. increased emphasis to the talk 
of crop’ damage; the belief that Mr. 
Mellen’s testimony before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission would dis- 
turb sentiment; the: uncertainty regard- 
ing the proportions which the Mexican 
problem may yet assume, and the ex- 
pectation of further considerable gold 
shipments all in some degree or other 
helped to explain the holding back from 
fresh market commitments and the re- 
alizing sales which, light as they were, 
made’ their impression’ upon prices: 
weakness in a few issues, notably in 
Missouri Pacific, stock and bonds, raised 
afresh questions which had for a time 
been dismissed from the mind of the 
financial. community.and did at least 4 
little to increase the caution among 
traders. 

To whatever extent present reports of 
damage to Winter wheat may be well 
founded the fact is worth remembering 
that a good deal of impairment can 
occur without depriving the country’ of 
a record yield of this grain. The dam- 
age began to be inflicted only after the 
crop had had an extraordinarily good 
start and after the establishment of a 
wide margin within which deterioration 
can; occur without. seriously -reducing 
the importance of the crop as a con- 
tribution to business improvement. 
From the iron trade there came news 
yesterday of some buying of, iron which 
helped to bear out the more _ hopeful 
sentiment which has been finding ex- 
pression in that trade, although the 
market for finished steel products has 
so far shown little sign of actual better- 
ment. 

Less reliance was being placed yes- 
terday on the negotiations between the 
Missouri Pacific and the bankers who 
were recently appealed to to take’ up the 
financing of that property. The Street 
lacked any definite information regard- 
ing the precise subject matter of the 
negotiations which were still underway, 
but partly because of the decline in 
Missouri Pacific stock and convertible 
bonds, the belief gained .ground that 
less importance was to be attached to 
these negotiations than had previously 
been attributed to them. Stock Ex- 
change opinion was again veering 
around to the belief that the new bank- 
ing alliance which the Missouri Pacific 
sought would not be arranged, if at all, 
until after the matter of providing for 
the road’s maturing notes was definitely 
out of the way. Considerable attention 
was attracted to the decline in the bonds 
and stocks of the Western Maryland, 
which was formerly under the control 
of the interests dominant in the 
Missouri Pacific. It is known of course 
that the Western Maryland has had to 
contend against unfavorable earnings, 
but no other more specific reason for 
the movement in its securities was ad- 
vanced. with any semblance of au- 
thority.

The Municipal Civil Service Commission 
yesterday held a hearing at the request of 
the Board of Coroners on‘ the question of 
exempting the position of Coroner’s physician 
from the classified list.
